A GREAT WORK. 


A Proposition to Utilize the American 
River Water Poser. 


ITS HISTORY AND DETAILS. 


Si* H u n d red H orse P ow er by W ater 
F a ll—W h at it P ro m ises for S a c­ 
ram ento's B usiness. 


There is now in promise, and with every 
prospect of realization, a scheme to utilize 
the magnificent water power of the Ameri­ 
can river at Folsom. The plans carried 
out will insure very extensive manufact­ 
uring industries at Folsom ; great economy 
in the conduct of the branch prison ; con­ 
stant employment for any num ber of con­ 
victs, at the least possible cost to the Slate ; 
irrigation of large tracts of la n d ; electric 
light power for Sacramento and other light 
com panies; power for sm all m otors; in­ 
creased population; general business benefit 
and other blessings incident to the utiliza­ 
tion of a great natural force. 


AS IS WELL KNOWN, 
The subject of 
utilizing 
the splendid 
waterfall of the American river has been 
subject of thought and 
planning 
for 
twenty-five years in this county, and one 
upon which the R ecord-Union has often 
dwelt. As it seems to be now very near to 
realization, the whole question is stated, 
and so fully that there need be no misap­ 
prehension concerning the facts and the 
propositions. 
On Saturday Governor W aterman went 
to Folsom to examine into the matter. 
Secretary of State Hendricks and Joseph 
Steflens accompanied him . 
A R ecord- 
U nio n representative was also 
on the 
ground, and made close inquiry into the 
whole scheme. Before stating how it im ­ 
pressed the Governor and others, it will be 
necessary to outline the history of the 
water power matter and sketch the propo­ 
sition made and 
the benefits to flow 
from it. 
BRIEF REVIEW OF HISTORY. 
The first Act passed by the Legislature 
concerning a branch prison at Folsom was 
in 1858. It authorized the Board of Prison 
Directors to select a site for a Branch State 
Prison. Nothing further was done in the 
premises until 1868, when a supplemental 
Act was passed by the Legislature directing 
the Board of Directors to select a site for a 
Branch Prison before the 1st of July, 1868, 
and lim iting the selection to two sites, i. «., 
Rocklin and Folsom. After considering 
the advantages offered by each, the Board 
selected Folsom, as it had the same facili­ 
ties for quarrying stone, and an additional 
facility of the splendid water-power fur­ 
nished by the American river. 
Accordingly, on the 30th of June, 1868, 
the Board of Directors obtained from the 
Natoma W ater and Mining Company a 
deed for 350 acres of land supposed to cover 
all the quarries necessary for prison pur­ 
poses. and also the exclusive right to the 
first five-foot fall perpendicular of the canal 


THEN IN COURSE OF CONSTRUCTION 
By the Natoma Company. The consider- 
tion in this deed was that the State should 
pay the e a r n of #16,000, payable in convict 
labor, to be used on said canal and the dam 
necessary for the same at the rate of fifty 
cents per diem for each convict employed 
at said labor, to be furnished after the com­ 
pletion of the Prison and at the conveni­ 
ence of the Board of Directors. In 1874 
the Legislature passed another Act author­ 
izing the construction of the prison and 
appropriated $175,000 for that purpose. 
About that time it was discovered that the 
350 acres deeded by the Natoma Company 
did not cover all the land desired by the 
State. The Board of Directors secured an­ 
other absolute deed from the Natoma Com­ 
pany for 133 acres of land, the considera­ 
tion being $15,000. payable in convict labor 
at fifty cents per diem for each convict. In 
the fall of 1874 the work begun. The fol­ 
lowing year the contractor, Mills, failed, 
and the work ceased, as it became apparent 
that the appropriation was insufficient to 
carry out the plans adopted by the Board. 
The Legislature of 1875-6 failed to take 
act on in the m atter and the work remained 
idle for two years longer. The Legislature 
of 1877-8 appropriated a further sum 


TO COMPLETE THE PRISON, 
And the Board of Directors was directed to 
proceed with its completion, provided the 
Board could make a contract in advance 
for the labor of 350 convicts daily for a pe­ 
riod of five years at a per diem of 50 cents 
for each convict, said labor to be furnished 
by the State and accepted and paid for by 
the contractor upon the completion of the 
prison. The Board of Directors, under that 
Act, entered into a contract with H . G. Liv­ 
ermore, 
then 
President 
and principal 
owner of the Natoma W ater and Mining 
Company, whereby Livermore agreed to 
take the labor in accordance with the pro­ 
vision of the statutes. W hen that contract 
was made and approved by the Attorney- 
General, the Board proceeded to complete 
the prison in accordance with the enact­ 
m ent of the Legislature. The central idea 
that obtained with the Legislature and the 
various Boards of Directors, pending all 
these enactments and running through a 
period of twenty years, i. c , from 1858 to 
1878, was to utilize the water power of the 
American river. That gave the present 
site preference over all other offers. 


to resume; 
The prison was completed and ready for 
occupancy in July, 1880, twenty-two years 
after the project was first begun. Although 
the prison was occupied in 1880, it was 
some time before the State was in a posi­ 
tion to furnish any labor nnder either of 
the contracts with the Natoma Company. 
The clearing away of the forest in the im ­ 
mediate vicinity of the prison, the con­ 
struction of sewers, building of roads, etc., 
occupied all the available labor until 1882, 
when the Katoma Company began work on 
the dam and canal, the State furnishing 
about eighty convicts daily. After per­ 
forming some 11,000 days’ work a dispute 
arose between the Board of Directors and 
the Natoma Company about the am ount of 
labor due from the State as a consideration 
for the two grants of land and the water 
power of the canal. The Directors held 
th at $15,000 or 30,090 days’ labor was the 
full consideration, while the Natoma Com­ 
pany claimed that there were two separate 
deeds, each calling for 30,000 days' labor. 
The Board held to their construction under 
the advice of the Attorney-General. The 
Natoma Company qnit work and declined 
to receive any more labor on snch terms. 
Subsequently the State brought suit to 
compel them to complete their dam and 
canal. The Natoma Company 


WON THE SUIT 
In the Superior, and subsequently, in the 
Supreme Court, it being held in effect that ; 
there was no obligation on the part of the 1 
Natoma Company that would compel them 


to complete the dam and canal. The State 
having received a deed to the land, 483 
acres, it could not compel the Natoma Com­ 
pany to accept the consideration, and that 
there was no tim e specified for the com­ 
pany to complete the canal. In 1881 H . G. 
Livermore died, his interest passing to his 
two sons, Charles O. and H. P. Livermore. 
A majority of the stock of the Natoma 
Company passed into the hands of Charles 
Webb Howard, of the Spring Valley W ater 
Company. Howard and (he two Liver- 
mores soon disagreed as to the policy of the 
company, which disagreement finally ter­ 
minated in the two Livermores withdraw­ 
ing from the Natoma W ater and Mining 
Company. 
They, however, held on to 
their water right, end organized what is 
now known as the Folsom W ater Power 
Company. The water right includes the 
dam opposite the prison grounds and the 
proposed canal thence to the town of Fol­ 
som, some two miles. As they own the 
land on both sides of the river for that dis­ 
tance, and also have the bed of the 
river covered with Government mining 
patents, no question of riparian rights 
can intervene to prevent the carrying out 
of the long-cherished plan of the first Mr. 
Livermore, i.e ., the completion of the dam 
and building the canal to the town of Fol­ 
som, and the putting up at the latter place 
of large factories of various kinds, to be 
operated by the almost unlimited power to 
be obtained from a thirty-foot canal six 
feet deep, with a seveuty-two-foot fall, at 
Folsom. During the past ten days, the 
Livermores having settled all prelim ina­ 
ries, have again decided to begin work on 
the dam and canal and 


PUSH IT TO A SPEEDY COMPLETION. 
The rapidly increasing population of the 
State, the high price of fuel and the excel­ 
lent opportunity offered for manufactories 
of various kinds has rendered the water 
very valuable. 
As the Supreme Court has 
already decided in iavor of the Livermores, 
they have within the last week submitted 
propositions to increase the capacity of the 
canal from thirty to forty feet, as far as the 
State Prison Fall, or about 400 yards, and 
to give the State a six-foot fall instead of 
five feet, as called for in the original con­ 
tract. 
In return it is asked that the State 
complete the dam and canal as far as the 
Prison Fall, the Livermores furnishing all 
free labor necessary, such as engineers, 
foremen, boss stonemasons, etc. The foun­ 
dation of the dam is all eady completed, 
and m any thousand feet of dimension 
stone is lying upon the ground ready. 
They have already expended some $40,000 
in putting in this foundation, and it is 
estimated that it will take some 60,000 days’ 
convict labor to complete the dam and 
canal to the Prison fall, 400 yards. Now 
let us see w hat are 


THE BENEFITS 
The State can derive from the completion 
of the canal. First, it is to be borne in 
m ind that the State has 483 acres of land, 
including valuable quarries, for which it 
has not paid a dollar in money and only 
11,000 days’ labor. As the original con­ 
tracts were settled by the decisions of the 
Courts, this comes in the shape of an en­ 
tirely new proposition. Six feet fall from 
a forty-foot canal with the improved appli­ 
ances in handling water power is equal to 
more than 500-horse power. The State 
will also have the right to divert one-fourth 
of tho connl at th a t point to the river, 
giving a fall of thirty feet, which will give 
from one to tw'o hundred horse power 
more, m aking it safely 600-horse power; 
not for a day or a year, but 


FOR ALL TIM E. 
As an economic business proposition 
water power is worth the sum that the s»v- 
ing of fuel over steam power will pay in­ 
terest upon. The best and safest calcula­ 
tions made by engineers is that each horse­ 
power consumes fifteen cents' worth of fuel 
in a day of ten hours, figuring coai at $7 
per ton, hence 600 horse-power would con­ 
sume $00 worth ot fuel each day of ten 
hours, or about $30,000 per annum . That 
am ount would be interest at 6 per cent, per 
annum on $500,000, which 
latter sum 
would be the intrinsic value of this mag­ 
nificent power to the State as soon as com­ 
pleted. A large size irrigating pump would 
throw water enough to irrigate every por­ 
tion of the prison tract. 
The prison could 
be lighted by electricity with only the cost 
of the plant. By the use of improved m a­ 
chinery stone can be quarried and dressed 
iu large quantities and at a nominal cost. 
On the South Fork of the American river 
lie immense bodies of sugar pine that 
could he logged down the stream in suffi­ 
cient quantities to run a large-sized door 
and sash factory, or if the policy of the 
State is to work our prisons solely in the 
manufacture of jute goods, there is power 
enough here to run 200 looms. The in­ 
creased cost of freight on the raw jute 
would 
be more than counter-balanced 
by 
the 
central 
location of the 
fac­ 
tory when it comes to supplying the farm ­ 
ing comm unity with bags. 
In addition to 
the benefits to be derived by the State, 
when the canal is completed to Folsom, 


NEW L IF E 
W ill be put into this section of the State. 
From a Rip Van W inkle village Folsom 
will at once become a leading m anufactur­ 
ing city of the State. Nor will the benefits 
atop h e re ; after the water has been used 
there to turn m any thousands of spindles, 
it will be carried along to the plains and be 
used to irrigate the large tracts of fine lands 
lying south and east of Sacramento city. 
As the proposition of the Folsom W ater 
Power Company only involves the ques­ 
tion of a few thousands days’ convict labor, 
more or less, and as they are already en­ 
titled to the larger share of the labor under 
existing contracts, and the advantages to 
accrue to the State are so vast, it would 
seem that the Governor and Board of Di­ 
rectors would be justified in closing an 
equitable contract that would firing about 
such desirable results. No proposition has 
been advanced for years that is fraught 
with so much interest to the people of Sac­ 
ram ento city and county. Amongst other 
advantages, a wire conveying power to 
fight the city of Sacramento coold be suc­ 
cessfully operated from Folsom so cheaply 
that incandescent lights could be placed in 
every business house in the city and most 
of the dwellings, while the problem of fur­ 
nishing electric power for small motors, 
now asked for in Sacramento, would be 
solved, thus enabling a great num ber of 
small machines to be run in offices, small 
factories and households, not now possible- 
EXAMINATION BY THE GOVERNOR. 
As already stated Governor Waterman, 
Secretary of State Hendricks and Joseph 
8teffens went to Folsom on Saturday, and 
accompanied by W arden Aull made a full 
and careful examination of the dam and 
line of the proposed canal to the prison 
grounds. The W arden explained to the 
Governor the proposal of the Folsom W ater 
Power Company recently made by H P 
Livermore, and pointed out the advant­ 
ages 
that 
would 
accrue 
to 
the 
State by the completion of the dam and 
canal. 
The practical business sense of the 
Governor grasped the importance o f the 
matter at once, and he expressed him self 


warmly in favor of meeting any fair pro­ 
posal from the W ater Power Company 
that would insure to the State the benefits 
of such unlimited water power. 
There is great rejoicing among the peo­ 
ple of Folsom at the proposed speedy com­ 
pletion of the long-looked-for canal. 


TH E GOVERNOR’S VIEWS. 
After the examination of the dam foun­ 
dation and site, the canal route and the 
prison grounds had been carefully exam ­ 
ined and the proposed work considered, a 
R ecord U nion representative sought the 
Governor’s views in detail upon the sub­ 
ject, when he said: 
“ 1 received a visit from W arden Aull on 
Thursday, when he explained to me con­ 
cerning this water power, and I came up to 
look the m atter over. 
J have been over the 
premises thoroughly with Captain Aull, 
and find that the work that had been 
done in the way of building the foun­ 
dation for the dam across the American 
river and excavating for the canal amounts 
to over $50,000. Of this the Folsom Water 
Power Company and the Natoma Water 
and Mining Company expended over $42 - 
000, and theState has furnished about 11,000 
days of convict labor, undei its old con­ 
tract concerning labor to be furnished as 
compensation for the lauds of the prison. 
I find a large am ount of dimension stone 
already quarried for the dam, besides that 
now in the work. 
1 find the cut for the 
canal nearly through the cliff of rock adja­ 
cent to the canal. The cliff is from 25 to 50 
feet high. 


can 
operate 
the 
State’s 
quarries 
to far better advantage; work an unlimited 
num ber of prisoners and make the prison 
so industrial that it will be no burden to 
the State. He holds, also, that the State 
will, by conserving the construction of the 
canal, be but paying for the lands it re­ 
ceived and the water-power privileges bar­ 
gained 
for. 
He 
points 
out that it 
will open the way 
to manufacturing 
at Folsom, and thus call to employment a 
large free labor force that will not be em­ 
ployed in this section, except IheAmerican 
river water power is availed of. The W ar­ 
den is fully informed concerning ail the 
details of the scheme, and gives it as his 
, opinion that it can be carried out speedily 
; and that within a 
comparatively brief 
period, prior to the close of the year in ­ 
deed, the canal can be completed and ready 
1 for the application of the power. Econom- 
j ically he considers the plans to be so strong 
j that the State will be more than unwise if 
i it does not approve them .

Under this proposal it is contemplated to 
cut the canal down to the prison 40 feet 
wide, instead of 30 as originally Dlanned. 
This will give a flow 40 feet wide, 6 feet 
deep and a G-foot fail perpendicular, in­ 
stead of 30 feet wide, 5-foot depth and 5- 
foot fall, as originallv contracted. 
This 
will double the capacity, making it about 
G00-horse power. 
“It appears to me that if an entirely satis­ 
factory contract can be made right away 
with Mr. Livermore, the work can be taken 
up by the middle of May—next month. 
“There are now 410 prisoners at Folsom, 
300 of whom could be spared from other 
duty and put at work on the dam and 
canal. W ith this force it is believed that 
with a favorable season of low water so as 
to work advantageously upon the dam, the 
entire work can be completed to the prison 
grounds by the beginning of the next rainy 
season. As soon as this is accomplished 
and the necessary machinery is put in 
place to handle the power, its advantages 
will at once accrue to the State. 
Let us see 
for a mom ent what these may be made to 
am ount to ; 
“First—An electric plant, we can save 
$4,000 per year for lighting prison and 
grounds, and ten times greater light than 
now afforded, and the security of the pris­ 
oners be greatly enhanced. 
“Second—It will save $8,000 for coal now 
used in pumping water and for various en­ 
gines about the quarries and prison grounds, 
all of which would then be supplanted by 
this fre? water power. 
“ T hird—The entire 483 acres in the 
prison grounds could be amply irrigated by 
lilted water, and enable the prison officers 
to raise all vegetables, fruit, grain and hay 
(for stock), etc., necessary for the prison, 
making a large saving annually, besides 
opening an opportunity to work prisoners 
at something that wouid teach them self­ 
supporting occupations and not conflict 
with free labor. 
“ Beyond this there would he power 
enough left to run machinery sufficient to 
give employment to from 1,000 to 1,500 con­ 
victs in jute manufacture, or any other in ­ 
dustry the State may see fit to employ its 
convicts upon. 
“ In connection with the prison there is 
room enough on the grounds to build an 
ample State Reformatory, so much needed, 
which would be independent of the State 
Prison, and which, after a careful investi­ 
gation ol the location,! shall most heartily 
recommend to be done. 
“ These are some of the immediate ad­ 
vantages to be ¡derived by the State, and 
beyond these scarcely any one can com­ 
pute the value the work would be to the 
county, the city of Sacramento and the 
State. The river here affords almost un­ 
limited power for manufactures, and it is 
not bevond the probabilities that from this 
commencement manufactures would, iu 
the early future, be seen extending along 
the American from the prison grounds to 
Sacramento. 
W ith this grand; unused 
power the region from here to Sacramento 
can become the Lowell of the State and 
coast. 
“ I regard it thus; that if arrangements 
can be made with the Folsom W aterPower 
Company for the State to enter upon the 
work, the dam and canal will be worth 
half a million dollars to the State the 
moment the canal is completed to the 
prison. The advantage to accrue to the 
prison and grounds will more than pay 
interest on that amount now, and in the 
future on double that amount. As soon as 
it is completed to Folsom, this water power 
at a low estimate will be worth a million 
dollars, and make Folsom a great industrial 
center. 
” I am already in correspondence with 
H. P. Livermore, of the Folsom W ater 
Power Company, with a view of aiding in 
making an arrangement between him and 
the Directors. 
I shall request the Presi­ 
dent of the Board of Directors to call a 
special meeting of his Board at Sacramento 
on the 5th of May, to specially consider 
this subject. I hope to have the proposi­ 
tion of the water company in due form to 
lay before that body. If a contract is made 
it must be, of course, so clear that there 
will be no possible chance of its ever being 
the cause of litigation. 
“As 1 have said, if this great work can be 
commenced next month, it can be com­ 
pleted next fail. It all depends upon the 
State being able to obtain a contract which 
shall be in the interest of the State. 
“ Now that my attention has been called 
to this, the wonder with me is that so im ­ 
portant a matter, out of which so much 
benefit must accrue to the State, has been 
allowed so long to slumber.” 


VIEWS OF JOSEPH STEFFENS. 
Mr. Steffens having been asked for his 
opinion concerning the schem e, replied to 
the IlEcoRD-Union representative substan­ 
tially as follow s; 
“ Having accompanied Governor W ater­ 
man over the the entire ground and exam ­ 
ined much of the data regarding this water­ 
power, and also made myself somewhat 
familiar with the State’s interest in that 
power, it seems apparent to me that the 
Governor’s conclusions in regard to the 
prompt and proper development of that 
property (provided that proper arrange­ 
ments can be made with other interested 
parties,) is not only wise and judicious, 
but of great importance to the people of 
the entire State. It seems singular that 
such an im portant measure has apparently 
received such limited attention from those 
who have heretofore had the interests of 
State in charge. The proper development 
of this immense water-power property 
must have a wonderful effect upon the in­ 
dustrial interests of the entire State, and 
especially on that large and im portant 
portion having such close relations with 
the locality iu question. The time now 
seems to be opportune to take the matter 
well in hand on the part of the State au­ 
thorities. The large am ount of money 
already invested here, the immense inter­ 
ests involved and the evident great benefits 
to promptly accrue to the people at large, 
calls for prom pt and thorough action on 
the part ot the State and broad and liberal 
concessions on the part of those who have 
such im portant interests at staKe.” 


MR. HENDRICK’S VIEWS. 
We regret that the exigencies of time 
and space for this issue prevent us from 
presenting the views of Secretary of State 
Hendricks in full at this time. He was 
found to be thoroughly intelligent upon 
the subject, and to have come to a positive 
conclusion upon the feasibility and advis­ 
ability of the scheme, and gave it his hearty 
approval. 
His reasons therefor are strong 
and clear, and will bo interesting when 
fully presented hereafter. 


WARDEN AULL. 
The whole matter has had thecareful atten­ 
tion of Warden Aull, and he has arrived at 
the conclusion that it is not only the right 
pol.cy for the State to engage in the con­ 
struction of the dam and canal, but that it 
ia essential that it be done in order that 
greater economy in prison labor m ay be 
conserved. 
H e believes that the work will 
make the Folsom prison more desirable as 
a place in which to work convicts than any 
one now conceives, and that the effect upon 
the State will be in the highest degree 
beneficial.

W ashington, April 15th.—The tariff bill 
will he taken up in the House next Tues­ 
day. How long the general debate on the 
subject will continue cannot be accurately 
foretoid. 
One hundred and twenty-five 
Representatives have notified the Speaker 
of their intention to make speeches on the 
subject. It is hoped that one-half of this 
num ber will be satisfied to print their 
speciies in the Record and not occupy the 
time of the House by reading them. It is 
estimated that under the most favorable 
circumstances three weeks will be con­ 
sumed in general debate. Then will fol­ 
low the debate under the five-minute rule, 
and the offering of amendments, etc., in 
Committee of the Whole, which at the lowest 
estimate will occupy two weeks additional. 
It is proposed to hold night sessions for the 
general debate. 
The position of the two parties, so far as 
the political side of the controversy is in­ 
volved, is th is : The Democrats want to 
pass a tariff' bill before the National Con­ 
vention of the party meets in St. Louis on 
the 5th of June. The Republicans desire to 
prevent any action on the bill in the House 
prior to that time. If there was nothing 
but the tariff to be considered, the majority 
would have no difficuly in carrying out 
their p lan s; but the appronriation bills 
must be passed before the end’ of the fiscal 
year, June 30th, if an extra session of Con­ 
gress is to be avoided. There are thirteen 
regular appropriation bills, and not one of 
them, save the Military Academy bill, has 
passed the House and Senate. 
It is evi­ 
dent that the tariff bill m ust be laid aside to 
enable the House to consider the appropria­ 
tion bills, and every day lost to the tariff’ 
bill is a political set-back to the majority.

He slept 
but little, and was much affected by a bad 
cough that disturbed him every few m in­ 
utes. H e is much prostrated by it, and this 
morning was weak and nervous. 
It has been found necessary to engage an 
assistant nurse for him . Mrs. Conkling, 
who has been almost constantly at her 
husband’s bedside, retired this morning to 
secure much-needed rest. 
Mrs. Oakman, 
the Senator’s daughtes, remained in her 
father's room all night, and is still with 
him . 
Dr. Barker said this morning that there 
were no symptoms for the worse in the pa­ 
tient's condition, except a little bronchitis 
that was developed during 
the night. 
Conkling’s pulse was 90 and his tempera­ 
ture 98J. 
There still remains same twitchiDg of 
muscles, and he 
has 
not slept well. 
There are no signs of improvement. The 
patient has taken considerable nourish­ 
m ent—about tweuty-six ounces of koumiss 
and milk. 
As the day wore on, Conkling’s nervous­ 
ness and twitchings of muscles became 
more pronounced. A state of partial coma 
was the next development, and then he lost 
his power to resist the doctor’s efforts to 
feed him and dress his wound. Shortly 
after 7:30 this afternoon he sank intoasleep 
which was m oreastateof stupor than sleep. 
Not for a siDgle moment was he rational 
this afternoon, and his mind was filled with 
recollections of 


g r e a t l a w s u it s a n d p o l it ic a l c a m p a ig n s , 
In which he had teen a leading figure. 
From 3 to 8 o’clock many callers left tbeir 
cards, but no word came from the sick-room 
other than that Conkling was still sleeping 
and unconscious. 
About 8 o’clock Dr. Barker entered the 
house, and a few minutes later two burly 
porters from the Hoffman House ran up 
stairs and were ushered into the Conkling 
residence. TLis incident caused some ex­ 
citement among the watchers, who inferred 
that CoukliDg had become uncontrollable, 
and that the men had been summoned to 
hold him. 
Dr. Barker remained half an hour, and 
when he emerged said to the reporters : 
“ Mr. Conkling is no worse, but a shade 
better than at this time last night. He has 
hot been in a state of coma, nor even 
stupor, as was reported. 
Early this even­ 
ing he expressed a desire for a m int julep, 
and he seemed to enjoy the drink im ­ 
mensely. 
I merely called the porters in to 
hold Mr. Conkling down, should he be 
violent during the night, although there 
are no positive indications now that he 
will become excited.”

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AN IMPORTANT PROPOSITION FOP. 
THE STATE AND THE CITY. 
Elsewhere in this issue of the Hk 'orii- 
I’nion will be found an elaborate account 
of a proposition to utilize power ior ma­ 
chinery at Folsom, in this courXy, which, 
if carried out will work industrial 
benefits to this community of the highest 
importance, and almost immediately after 
the resolution to adopt it is agreed to, will 
create new business activity in Sacra­ 
mento. 
The fart that an unsurpassed water-power 
ran to waste at Folsom which, if taken up, 
would be of immeire advantage to the 
State, determined the location of the Branch 
I’rison in favor of ' olsom. The State se­ 
cured from the Neoma Water and Mining 
Company 350 acres of land covering the 
granite quarries, and secured also the 
right to the first five-foot fall of the canal 
the company was then building. This 
wa.-. in 1SSH, ten years after the State first 
began to legislate upon the subject. For 
the land ar.d right the State was to pay in 
convict labor upon the canal and neces­ 
sary dam. Subsequently the State desir­ 
ing more kind at the site, purchased of the 
same company 133 acres additional, to be 
also paid for in convict labor. 
A dispute arose Ik-tween the Directors a nil 
the company as to the amount of labor due 
in payment for the two tracts ol' land and 
the water power. The State held that it 
was to pay in 30,000 days’ labor; the 
company held that it was to have 30,000 
days’ labor for each grant. Thereupon the 
company ceased work, unwilling to go on 
under that issue. The State sued it to 
compel it to complete the dam and canal. 
But it lost the ease, the Courts holding 
that as the State had the land, and as 
there was no time specified for the com­ 
pletion of the canal the company could not 
be required to accept the convict lalior and 
go on with the work. 
The water rights subsequently passed to 
a new company, now known as the Folsom 
\\ atcr Power Company. This company has 
now reached a point in its history where it 
is prepared to goon with theplan of utiliz­ 
ing the water power. It now proposes to 
construct the canal on an enlarged plan 
from the original dam, a few rods above 
the prison down to Folsom, where it is de­ 
sirous of erecting factories, to 1* operated 
under the seventy-two feet of fall the canal 
will give. It proposes to the State to 
waive all the old contracts and wipe out 
the old issues, and give it at the prison a 
six-foot instead of a five-foot fall, from a 
canal of forty-feet instead of thirty feet, 
if the State will—since it has now been 
called upon to furnish the labor which was 
to he the consideration for the lands it re­ 
ceived and the right to the water ]K>wer— 
now furnish the convict labor necessary to 
complete the dam, and also the canal 
to the prison, a distance of 400 yards. 
It is held that 60,000 days’ convict labor 
will do the work. 
The new proposition will he seen to he 
one of no exaction, and that will give the 
State what it originally started to obtain, 
witli the addition of a much greater water 
power and a larger canal by one-third than 
at first contemplated. It is 6hown in our 
reporter’s article this morning that the 
IKjwer to be secured will equal G00-horse 
jiower and the saving in power by 
water fall over that produced by steam is 
equal to the interest iq>on $-500,000 per 
annum. 
The benefits to accrue from the comple­ 
tion of the work are almost incalculable, 
and the chief need not even be more than 
recapitulated for the intelligent reader. 
Prisoners must be made todo labor sufficient 
to pay for t heir support and to secure them 
in good health. The worst use to which 
a convict can be put is to support him in 
idleness. W ith water power such as the 
American river furnishes, the granite quar­ 
ries owned by the State can lie operated to 
vastly better advantage; and the State, if re­ 
solved upon pursuing its jute manufacturing 
industry can eliminate wholly the cost of fuel 
and engines for operating jute machinery, 
factors that will put the whole question of 
the manufacture in a new and far more eco­ 
nomic light. If she resolves, as she may, 
to fuily employ our prisoners, in other 
manufacturing industries, she will be en­ 
abled to do so at Folsom without the ex 
penditure of a dollar for motive power, 
beyond construction of the additional water 
wheels the simplest and least expensive 
motor known to mechanics, since it con­ 
sumes not and involves none of the costs 
or risks of steam power. 
As an incident to the use of the power, 
the State will secure immediately 60,000 
days’ labor for convicts of a kind that will 
not he given free ialwr, since without the 
convict labor the work will not be done at 
all. As another incident to the use of the 
power, she will be able to light her prison 
and grounds with electric lights without 
any current cost and at an outlay only 
for dynamos. She will thus greatly lessen 
the liability of escapes, aud be enabled to 
work her convicts in day and night-shifts, 
and thus reduce the necessity for ma­ 
chinery and machinery houses by precisely 
one-half. Moreover, she will be enabled 
to derive a revenue—by the mere invest­ 
ment for dynamos and line—for the sup 
port of het prisons by selling power to 
electric light companies in the county and 
towns near by, tlms euabling the local 
supply agencies to immensely extend tlieir 
industry anil reduce .the cost of o peral- 
■ig it. 
But, more than this, the completion of. 
the canal to Folsom two miles bi low the 
prison will insure the erection of faut 
ories that will usvite population and give 
employment to sree labor, eventually l>y 
thousands of hands, where not a wheel now 
turrs. Thus convict labor «will be made 
to contribute really to create an immeuse 
demand for free, skiEed lalior. .1 n the train 
of sue'i industry will follow at once rapid 
development and oeaupation of the Sacra- 
mentoand Folsom regions, irrigation of the 
uplands neediug it, and of which there 
are in tit s county over ¿¿5,000 acres, and 
consequent augumented agricultural im­ 
portance ay-1 productive capacity. 
All these things will be grist to-thc busi­ 
ness mills of Sacramento. T ie interest of 
this people will lie apparent at a glance, 
and since witav ver develops and aids any 
ORt> section of tie State is beneficial to all 
the State, the interest of all CaJiComia is 
also involved, coooomically in reducing 
the cost of prison maintenance ami aug­ 
menting its disciplinary character; indus­ 
trially and otherwise in building up and 
developing a central section by utilization 
of water power which in New England 
or any of the Atlantic States, would l>c 
made the bast* for support »f a population 
cf hundreds of thousands of | re'-perous 
people. Eventually transportation lines’ 
will be called upon ior greater service flifd j 
more frequent trains, thus tending to ren­ 


der the A pproaches to the country of the i 
footU’Als more easy aud inviting their more [ 
rar.id settlement. 
Georgia, which is comiug so prominently 
to the front as a manufacturing State, is 
enabled to do so solely by reason of her 
superb water powers throughout the State. 
Yet in Georgia there is not a Water power 
anywhere comparable to that now running 
to waste at Folsom. I Iewe ver great the 
benefits of its utilization to Sacramento 
and California generally, the State cannot 
bo asked to invest capital or put up indus­ 
trial works to further private enterprise. 
W hat the State docs she must do 
in her own immediate interest. All she 
is asked to do new is in that interest, and 
just what she twenty-two years ago de­ 
sired to do. All the rich results to follow 
from her action are natural and incidental. 
She is not to invest a dollar for anything 
except a State institution and to forward 
economic State administration. 
It is 
with satisfaction that the Record-Uxiox 
reflects that it has all these years advo­ 
cated and urged the application of the 
American river water power. It has for 
years endeavored to interest capital in the 
matter, confident that enterprise would lie 
largely repaid for the investment. It so still 
believes, and therefore welcomes the proposi­ 
tion to complete the canal to Folsom by a 
private company. If it is ever done, it 
must be done by private enterprise of this 
character. The incident of the furnishing 
of convict labor is but in keeping with the 
original scheme of the State to pay for her 
prison lands and to secure motive power 
for use at the Folsom prison, if Governor 
Waterman's administration should lie so 
fortunate as to work out the practical so­ 
lution of the long-pending problem it will 
lie a source of justifiable pride. The Gov­ 
ernor approves the propositions now made, 
and has been upon the ground in person 
examining into all the details. That his 
practical business experience fortifies the 
scheme, gives strong assurance that it will 
he carried forward. 


THE 
DELEGATION TO IHE 
CONVENTION. 
STATE 


The Republican County Central Com­ 
mittee, by a small majority, has decided 
not to call primaries for a Convention for 
some weeks yet. In the meantime the 
committee has appointed delegates to the 
State Convention to name California’s 
representatives for the National Conven­ 
tion. The R kcord-Union believes this 
action to lie bad in principle and does not 
at all abate its opinion that the best repre­ 
sentation is that coning most directly from 
the people. There has been considerable 
unjustifiable talk about a so-called division 
in the Republican party in this county. In 
fact, there is none. The assertion of the 
right to fair play and honest elections is 
never against, but in favor of the party 
and promotive of its integrity and aug­ 
mented strength. The principle involved 
in the recent city contest is a sacred 
one, and for which the Republican 
party, 
of 
all 
others, 
has 
most 
valiantly 
done 
battle. 
However, 
some Republicans, whose services to the 
party and whose opinions are entitled to 
respect, have been fearful that there might 
not be harmonious action in Sacramento 
county concerning the State Convention 
delegates. Others have claimed that two 
sets of primaries near together would 
too greatly inconvenience Republicans, 
notably those in the country. In view of 
these facts and the unanimous desire that 
in the State Convention there shall not he 
the slightest cause for friction, and the 
fact that in a few weeks primaries will be 
called at which Republicans will have an 
opportunity to express themselves freely 
upon the administration of local affairs of 
the party, and will avail thenselves of 
that opportunity fully, the primaries 
have been 
waived 
now, 
and thus 
every possible cause for irritation in the 
State Convention, so far as Sacramento 
Republicans are concerned, be removed. 
This acquiescence will be the more satis­ 
factory in view of the fact that the dele­ 
gates appointed are representative, and 
will give character to and secure for the 
Republican party of Sacramento respect in 
the State Convention. Thus perfectly har­ 
monious action will be assured upon the 
national politics of the party, so far as 
Sacramento’s voice is a factor.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


e x e c u t i v e p a b d o x s . 


T eu P ris o n e rs G iv en T h e ir L ib e rty .-T w o 
S e n te n c e s C o m m u ted . 
On W ednesday last Governor W aterman 
heard forty-eight applications for pardon. 
Most of ths applications were for young 
m en, all under the age of thirty years. 
Thirteen pardons and commutations were 
granted, as follows: 
Eugene McCarthy, who was tried and 
convicted of m anslaughterinSan Francisco 
in March, 1885, and sentenced tojten year’s 
imprisonment. The pardon sets forth that 
McCarthy has served nearly one-half of his 
sentence, that he has beeD exemplary in 
conduct while in prison and materially as­ 
sisted in saving the property'of the State 
during the tire in 1887, and that strong peti­ 
tions have been presented in his behali in ­ 
dorsed by Congressman Morrow, and the 
still further and culm inating fact that he 
has a mother over 70 years of age, upon 
whom has devolved sincehis im prisonm ent 
not alone her own Bupport, but that of his 
four little children. 
J. G. Grundel, convicted of grand lar­ 
ceny in Santa Clara county and sentenced 
to one year's imprisonment. The District 
Attorney, the Superior Judge and the entire 
jury who convicted him ask his pardon. 
Gruudel has never been imprisoned, hav­ 
ing been out on bail, fighting the judgm ent. 
The pardon states that Grundel had always 
been a respectable, law-abiding citizen, in 
no way connected with the crim inal class 
and that he " had great if not excusable ” 
provocation to commit the crime, which 
consisted in killing a cow which had re­ 
peatedly committed depredations on the 
defendant’s property. 
Philip Zapitano, convicted of petit lar­ 
ceny in Marin county in February last and 
sentenced to six m onth’s im prisonm ent in 
the county jail. Defendant is but 15 years 
o f age and has already served two months. 
John Smith, aged 12 years, convicted of 
(he same crime at same time and under­ 
going the same sentence, was also pardoned. 
Frank Wilson, convicted of burglary in 
the second degree in San Francisco in Ja n ­ 
uary, 1885, and sentenced to five years. 
The prosecuting attorney, the Judge who 
sentenced and m any leading citizens asked 
for Wilson’s pardon, and the W arden of 
the State Prison says that W ilson has 
faithfully performed all tasks assigned 
him and has shown by his actions that any 
longer incarceration would not more fully 
subserve the ends of justice. W ilson w¡¿ 
but seventeen years of age w hen he com­ 
mitted the crime. 
Jam es O’Donnell, convicted in Alameda 
county in July, 1886, of burglary in the 
second degree and sentenced to three years. 
O’Donnell was only fifteen years old when 
convicted and has served the greater part 
of his sentence and has been punished as 
severely as the law ever contemplated, and 
responsible persons stand ready to care 
for him on bis release. 
Edward E. Foster, convicted in San 
Francisco in April, 1883, of assault to m ur­ 
der and burglary in the second degree and 
sentenced to eeventeen years. Said Foster 
has served with h¡3 credits six years and 
five months, and at all times has been ex­ 
emplary in his conduct. Governor I. P. 
Gray, of Indiana, in his behalf as well as 
his relatives, asked for Foster’s pardon. 
His bodily condition is such by a loath­ 
some disease that he is incapacitated from 
labor of any kind. His pardon is made 
upon condition that he at once leaves the 
State never to return. 
Lewis A. Dockey, convicted of an as­ 
sault with a deadly weapon in Alameda 
county iu June last and sentenced to one 
year and to pay a fine of $500. The fine 
wa^< afterwards remitted. 
r ' vard F. Chapney, convicted of an as- 
saufrt with a deadly weapon in Alameda 
county in February, 18S7, and sentenced 
to two years in the County Jail. Chapney 
has a helpless wife and four sm all children 
dependent upon him for support. 
Otto H artm ann, convicted of battery in 
El Dorado county in March last and sen­ 
tenced to ninety days in the county jail. 
H e was convicted before Justice F. E . J. 
Dixon at Greenwood, and prom inent citi­ 
zens of that place denounce his sentence as 
an outrage. They say “ Dixon is a one- 
horse Justice of a one-horse town, and his 
power is unlim ited.” The Governor writes 
in the pardon : " The manifest injustice of 
the sentence imposed has been made clearly 
apparent to me In the facts presented for 
my consideration.” 
COM MUTATIONS. 
The following commutations were issued: 
David Miller, convicted of m urder in the 
first degree in Sonoma county in March, 
18S2, aod sentenced to life im prisonment, 
was commuted tolifteen years. H is petition 
was signed by the sentencing Judge and 
District Attorney, and a large num ber of 
prom inent citizens. 
George W. Gibson, convicted of m urder 
in the second dpgree in Mendocino county 
in January, IS86, and sentenced to seven­ 
teen years, was commuted to ten years. It 
is granted on new evidence showing m iti­ 
gation of the offense and a petition signed 
by soo citizens of that county. 


A P le a s in g S u rp rise . 
W hen ex-City-Attorney E. C. H art turned 
over his office to his successor, on the first 
Monday in April, he resumed the practice 
of his profession, and has since been kept 
pretty busy defending prisoners instead of 
prosecuting them. Of course an office was 
necessary, and during the past week car­ 
penters have been at work fitting up one 
for him at 305 J street. On Saturday night 
Mr. H art entered his office and found it 
carpeted and furnished. Soon atter Chief 
Lee, Captain Karcher, Police Judge Buck­ 
ley, Clerk Larkiu and a num ber of police­ 
men made their appearance, and the m atter 
was explained. H e was made to under­ 
stand that though unsuccessful in the late 
election¡ his friends of the police depart­ 
m ent appreciated his worth and had not 
forgotten him . In the midst of a speech 
by Chief Lee, Jake Nagele came in and pre­ 
sented Mr. 
H art with two handsom e oil 
paintings for the decoration of his office. 
Refreshments were brought iu and a pleas­ 
ant evening spent.

Court Saturday 
morning, but most of the interesting cases 
were postponed until to-day. Mrs. Scullion 
paid $5 fiue for being drunk, and Tom 
Clark, charged with the same offense, was 
discharged.

Mrs. S. lias been arrested for drunkenness 
several times. The cases of J. W. Duck­ 
worth, J. D. Sm ith, Dave Smith and How­ 
ard Cahill, all growing out of the disgrace­ 
ful row at the Tivoli on Frida}-, were con­ 
tinued until (his morniDg. 
Robert W hite 
was arraigned for beating his wife and the 
case set down for bearing on April 24th.

SACRAMENTO AS THE GREATEST 


SHIPPING 1*0 INT. 


T h e A gen t o f th e C alifornia F ru it 
U nion T a lk s A bout th e H a n d lin g 
o f th is Y ear’s Crop. 


O. W . Butts, of Council Bluffs, la., came 
up to the city from San Francisco on Sat- 
day, and will return to-day. H e has been 
appointed the agent of tfie California Fruit 
Union for the large territory of which 
Council Bluffs and Omaha are the distribut­ 
ing points, and will start for his home on 
Wednesday next to make his preparations 
for handling this season's crop. There is 
no portion of the United States more im ­ 
portant to the producer of California fruit 
than that embraced in the district which 
will be covered by Mr. Butt’s agency and 
the California Fruit Union has been fortu­ 
nate in securing an agent so weli qualified 
to handle the large quantity of lruit that 
will be shipped this season. As Sacra­ 
mento is the natural and most advanta­ 
geous receiving and reshipping center of a 
great fruit district, so Omaha and Council 
Bluffs are admirable distributing points. 
Numerous lines of railroads lead in every 
direction, and fruit lauded there is quickly 
dispatched to the various thriving cities 
and towns of the Northwest, where there 
is the best possible market for our fruits. 
The section of country north of Chicago 
produces practically no fruit except apples 
and berries, and our peaches, pears, apri­ 
cots and cherries find a ready sale there, at 
good prices. 
Mr. Butts came to the coast about two 
months ago, and has visited all of 'he fruit- 
producing sections and made him self thor­ 
oughly familiar with the crop prospects. 
He says that in spite of all reports to the 
contrary, there will be a large crop of fruit 
for shipm ent this season, and that the pros­ 
pects are that it will be of an excellent 
quality. 
"T here has been a vast improvement 
during the past two years,” said Mr. Butts. 
“ in the manner of shipping fruit from the 
Pacific coast. The producers have learned 
to handie their fruit with care, to pick it 
at the right time, and to pack it in neat 
and attractive packages. Then the freight 
service has been greatly improved, the 
railroad company seeming to take an in­ 
terest in the business and giving much 
better facilities to the shippers. As the 
volume of business increases this will be 
still further improved, and the rates will 
be lowered. The California Fruit Union 
shipped nearly eighteen hundred carloads 
of fruit from here last season, and the time 
will come when ten thousand carloads will 
be shipped in a season. Long before that 
time the railroad company can afford to 
run special fruit trains every day, and for a 
less rato than they do now." W e have 
an almost unlim ited'm arket for California 
fruits in the East, and it is only a question 
of being able to lay them down there so 
that they can be sold at reasonable prices, 
when they will become a necessity instead 
of a luxury. As I said, we are getting good 
service now. F ruit is shipped from here 
and arrives iu Chicago in four and five 
days’ time. There has been comparatively 
little loss this year in the way of decaying 
fruit, most of the orange crop having ar­ 
rived in good condition. 
“ Sacramento is the greatest fruit-ship­ 
ping center in the country to-day, and has 
advantages that will always keep her in 
the lead. Located, as your city is, in the 
center of the finest fruit-producing country 
in the world, with splendid railroad facil­ 
ities for gathering in the crop of the con­ 
tiguous territory and for forwarding it to 
its destination, it must always be the real 
center of an industry which is bound to be 
the leading one of the l ’acific coast. 
“ I have been in the southern part of the 
State a good deal this winter attending to 
the shipping of oranges, and have noticed 
that of late there is a strong movement of 
people toward the central and northern 
part of the State. I have never seen so 
many Eastern people in San Fiaucisco as 
during tfie past few days, and most of them 
seem to be investigating the merits of this 
section of the State. You have a great fu­ 
fare before you in Sacramento.”
